THE members of the House of Delegates, who 
were so indignant in-repudiating the insinu- 
ation that their official action on the Pine street 
ordinance was influenced by the teamsters’ 
lobby, show great weakness in the knees when 
called on to prove their independence. 


THE recent action of our City Fathers on the 
‘Pine street ordinance, on the license question, 
on the merchants’ elevator lease and a few 
other questions of public interest is forcing a 
great many people to the conviction that St. 


. Louis would be a very well governed city if it 


were not for the City Fathers. 


THE gentlemen who have undertaken to put 
up a new elevator in St. Louis make the same

BLAINE’S LIBEL SUIT. 

The libel suit begun with so much heroic 

bluster by Mr. Biarne against the Indian- 


tinel said it would. The Sentinel insisted that 
Mr. BLAINE would not dare face the evidence 
atrial would call forth; that he had once be- 
fore begun a similar suit in Maine but had with- 
drawn it for reasons best known to himself; 
and that when the Sentinel suit could no longer 
serve the campaign purpose of securing a tem- 
porary suspension of public judgment it, too, 
would be withdrawn on some flimsy pretext. 
By a letter addressed to his attorneys, but 
evidently prepared with great care for the 
Associated Press circulation which was prompt- 
ly given to it, Mr. Buarve has verified the 
Sentinel’s galling declarations as far as they 
can be verified by a whining order for a dis- 
missal of the suit on the ground that he does 
not believe he can get justice in the 
United States Court at Indianapolis, where the 
Judge and all the officers of the court are not 
only Republicans but members of the Blaine 
faction of the party. Such a plea from a rich, 
powerful and popular man would be a terrible 
indictment of public justice in this country, if 
it were not too manifestly a confession that he 
is afraid of a legal investigation. 
This lame and impotent conclusion of a suit 
begun with such public and passionate declara- 
tions of a purpose to defend the honor of his 
wife at all hazards, and at any cost, will leave 
a painful impression on the public mind. Why 
should Mr. BLAINE be afraid of a mere failure 
to obtain damages, when the failure would be 
traceable to the presence of two or three pre- 
judiced Democrats among the jurymen? 
W hy should he fear to lay all the evidence be- 
fore the great jury of his countrymen, if he 
knew it must be such as would sustain 
his own statements and vindicate, not damn 
him? What secret consciousness made him a 
coward in the presence of that just and chari- 
table tribunal? 
Mr. BLAINE began this suit in the midst of a 
political campaign, avowedly for the purpose 
of putting down campaign slander immediately 
with judicial investigation and proof. Yet the 
result shows that he did not intend to go on 
with it; that it was the mere “bluff” of a bully 
and a charlatan, trying to make political capital 
out of the defacement of his first-born’s tomb- 
stone and out of a mountebank parade of the vio- 
lated sanctities of his family altar. It was a 
monstrous thing for a Presidential candidate to 
do. If he did not dare to face to the end the in- 
vestigation he challenged, it would have been 
better if he had left the Sentinel story to the 
charitable construction of a doubting public. 
Now rumors are floating about unchallenged 
that Mr. BLAINE shrank from the trial, not on 
his wife’s account, but on his own, and to sup- 
press evidence of conduct of which he had never 
been publicly accused. The effect of it all will 
be to strengthen the impression that the bold- 
ness with which Mr. BLaIne “‘bluffs” investi- 
gations is surpassed onty by his alertness in 
baffling and evading them; and that his states- 
manship and brilliancy have been exhibited 
mestly in that way.

INCONSISTENT MR. GOULD. 

No one has ever accused Jay GOULD of being 
a fool, and if he seldom does a foolish thing he 
is less likely to say any thing foolish. When, 
for instance, he says that the worst of the de- 
pression is over, that bed rock has been reached, 
that market prices are lower than their real 
value, that next year will be a money-making 
year, and that after the firstof January we 
may expect to see signs of reviving confidehce, 
the utterance carries great weight. 

But we cannot help remarking that here, as 
elsewhere, Mr. GOULD does not practice as he 
preaches. He should impress this great fact 
which he announces on the great corporations 
which he is supposed to control, and in the 
management of which his word is law. They 
do not seem to have heard of the good time 
coming.

The loss of a million and a 
half in a strike caused: by the stinginess of the 
corporation has been made good by putting an 
extra turn of the screw on the salary list. But 
why, if the good time coming is only thirty 
days off, why was a further reduction an- 
nounced a few days ago? The Elevated Roads 
in New York do not seem to have heard that 
a revival of prosperity is near at hand. In all 
Mr. GOULD’s enterprisés wages are cut down as 
if hard times were just beginning. 

Unless Mr. Goutp wishes to deprive his 
future predictions of all value, he should at- 
tempt to reconcile his words and his acts, be- 
tween which at present there isa painful dis- 
crepancy. 
GREELY AND HOWGATE.

The Nicaragua Canal. : 
Globe-Democrat Specials. - 
COMMENTS OF ENGLISH PRESS. 

Lonpon, December 16.—The newspapers are be- 
ginning to comment on the proposed Nicaraguan 
Ship Canal and -the treaty between Nicaragua and 
the United States which is to make the necessary 
concession effective. The Oonservatives generally 
denounce the scheme as a flagrant act of contempt 
of international obligations, The Liberal journals 
criticise gingerly Nicaraguan paragraphs in Presi- 
dent Arthur's message, and anxiously ‘await the 
text of the treaty, pending the arrival of which 
they prefer to suspend judgment. The Pall Mall 
Gazette, however, approves the proposal of a dis- 
tinctively American canal across the Nicaraguan 
Isthmus, and gays that it would undoubtedly be 
preferable to the Panama Canal! of M. De Lesseps, 
which is certain to arouse unpleasant questions if it 
is ever completed. 

THE THUNDERER ON NICARAGUA. 

Lorpor, December 17.—The Times says the Nic- 
araguan treaty willexcite amazement in England 
and America if the published version is correct, 
and will doubtless elicit a distinct protest in both 
countries. It isa direct violation or the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, a more distinct violation than Blaine 
ever contemplated, Americans will not suppose 
that Englishmen deprecate the treaty, owing to 
alarm of the extension of American dominion, or 
that teey mistrust that the treaty will be abused to 
the injury of British trade, but they cannot approve 
the example of one state purchasing control of 
such waterways for personal advantage and not as 
trustee for the world. The summary of the pro- 
visions of the treaty as cabled England, contains 
no provisions in behalf of the world’s trade. A navi- 
gable highway between two oceans is not a petty 
matter for sale and barter between a couple of 
states.

The House of Delegates 
Polled gn_ the Heavy 
Traffic Ordinance.

Some Favor It, More Oppose It, 
and Some are Betwixt and 


Mtween.

A Full Presentation of All of the Ar- 
guments and Objections Which the 
Opponents of the Bill to Protect 
Pine and Locust Streets Have to 
Offer. 


There is still a chance that the ordinance probib- 
iting heavy traffic upon Pine and Locust streets 
may be resuscitated and saved, although a betting 
man would not stake anything upon it, save at 
large odds. The history of the recent effort to cor- 
rect the defect which the Court of Appeals discov- 
ered in the ordinance for tne protection of those 
streets, was given to the public a week ago, shortly 
after the bill had been indefinitely postponed 
in the House of Delegates at the instance of Mr. 
Richardson, its author. Mr. Richardson's reason 
for this course was, that he was satisfied that the 
sentiment in the House was rather against the bill, 
and to put it to a vote would be to lose it. Some of 
bis colleagues were much incensed at the publica- 
tion of this statement, and to hear them talk about 
it one might have supposed that they were eager to 
get a chance to prove their friendship for the meas- 
ure, now that jit had been placed beyond 


their reach by indefinite postponement. Learning 
that while the rules of the House prevented a bill 
which has been indefinitely postponed from coming 
up again for.action at the same session, they do not 
prevent the same measure from being acted upon, 
provided it comes in as a new proposition from the 

uncil, a number of gentiemen who 
interested in seeing the two 
streets in question protected, determined to 
resort to the Council route. provided there was any 
reasonable ground for belief that the friendly re- 
gard of a majority of the members of the Lower 
House could be enlisted. Inorderto determine 
just how much work would have to be done to 


accomplish this result, a number of Post- 
DisPaTcH reporters visited the House 
of Delegates iast night. and obtained 


from each of the twenty-three membersin attend- 
ance an expression of their views, an endeavor be- 
ing made to learn all of the objections and argu- 
ments which are being used against it. From the 
result of these interviews, which will be append- 
ed, it will be seen that the outspoken friends of the 
measure constitute a small minority, that a consid- 
erable number of the legislators occupy a middle 


grouni with an apparent, if unconfessed, 
shading of  prejudicd” against the  or.- 
dinance, and that the gentlemen who fully 


commit themselves to the opposition generally rep- 
resent a constituency in which the teamster ele- 
ment is large. The argument thatthe city should 
have one or two streets by which visitors could be 
taken to suburban drives and resorts without hav 
ing their good opinion.of our metropolis marred by 
processions of coal po open brick wagons; Macadam 
wagons and drays, finds very little favor among the 
members, and those who desire to 
the bil, find apparently ampie round 
for opposition in a _ declaration o the 
broad principle that as all people are taxed to main 
tain the streets, and as a man having a vehicle must. 
pay a tax for the privilege of riding in it on pubiie 
thoroughfares, it would be unconstitutional to pro- 
hibit any one of these thoroughfares from common 
use. In cases where this proposition was laid down, 
it was useless to suggest that our parks 
are public, yet their drives are open only to 
light vehicles; or to suggest that in ew 
York, Chicago, and every other large city in the 
country the drives and boulevards are guarded 
zealousiy by the courts. 

In order that the expressions may be judged in 
the light of the record which each member had 
previously made on the subject, it is proper that 
the vote on the bill when it p&ssed the house last 
year may be stated, the preseut House being the 
same as then.

BRAEWM’S ANIMOSITY. 


The Anonymous Letters He Sent to Augus- 
tus Belmont’s Family. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 17.—Henri M. Braem, a man 
well known in society, and for some fourteen years 
past a member of the vestry of Trinity Church, bas 
within a short time resigned from that body. In 
speaking of his resignation he said that he had re- 
signed because of reasons entirely personal. On 
Monday a member of the Union Club, of which 
Mr. Braem is a member, stated that Mr. Braem had 
become known as the author of various anonymous 
letters of a scurrilous character which had been re- 
ceived by members of August Belmont’s family 
during the last few years. Mr. Belmont, this mem- 
ber represented, had fastened the matter on Mr, 
Braem through the assistance of a private de- 
tective. Mr. Beimont’s detective, it 
was asserted, had discovered in Boston 


the woman who, under instructions from Baem. 
had written the objectionable letters, and she had 
been forced to betray the name of her Sopige:. 
The discovery of Mr. Baem’s connection wit 

THE ANONYMOUS LETTERS 
was stated and accepted as the explanation of his 
sudden and otherwise unaccountable retirement 
from his position as a Trinity Church vestryman. 
Mr. Belmont is an Episcopalian and a member of 
Ascension Church on Fifth avenue. It was gener- 
ally understood yesterday that Mr. Braem's resigna- 
tion was handea in in response to Mr. Belmont’'s 
demand. These anonymous letters have been 
reecived at different intervals, sometimes 
of weeks, often of months. The handwriting in 
them was not at all characteristic. It was smooth, 
round and feminine. Tbree years ago Mr. Belmont, 
having exhausted his own resources as a detective 
witbout achieving any speciai result, called in the 
services of a professional. This man took the cor- 
respondence, heard Mr. Belmont’s story and went to 
work. Hesubmitted the letters to an expert in 
chirography, and was told that the handwriting 
was probably that of a womancopyist. Every 
woman copyist who advertised or who made 
known her business in any ublic manner 
was put under surveillance. onths ~d 
and the detective met with no success. the 
meantime the anonyrnous letters still continued to 
come. At last the detective concluded that they 
were not written by a copyist, and the search was, 
to a creat extent, abandoned, The detective, how- 
ever, gave the case occasional attention, pursued 
his acquaintance among women —o- as he had 
leisure, and recentiy was reward for his quest. 
Up to this point those who tell tae storyagree. Be- 
yond this they do not agree, At any rate, the much- 
sought copyist was found. It is stated that she

‘POOR OLD PINE STREET. 


Discovery of Another Scheme to De- 
stroy That Beautiful Drive. 


oo PE 


Why Mr. John N. Straat Wants the “Third 
Parallel’’ Law Repealed—He Represents 
a Company Which Hopesto Put a Cable 
Road on Pine Street. 


“Isee aneffort is being made, or about to be 
made, to secure a repeal of the ‘third parallel’ street 
railroad law,"’ said Hon. H.C. Brockmeyer this 
morning, in the course of a casual conversation 
with Senator McGinniss and a Post-DispatcH repre- 
sentative. 

“Yes,” replied the Senator, “John N. Stradt was 
before a meeting of the members of our delegation 


night before last to ask that that be done.” 

‘Well, that bill had a 
origin, do you know?” 
ex-Lieutenant Governor. ‘I was in the Legislature 
at the time, and the bill was my idea and my sug- 
gestion. It has come to be regarded as a bill for the 
protection of street railroad monopolies, but it had 
no such purpose when it was introduc In those 
days the islature was kept in an almost constant 
turmoil by the wrangles of the street railroad peo- 

le and the anti-street-railroad people. The 
attep class were constantly protesting against 
the granting of any more rancbises 
for putting gridirons on the streets, the argument 
being that they fairly ruined the streets for vehicle 
traffic. The railroad people, on the contrary, were 
showing an eagerness to get charters covering 
every street ieading into the heartof the city. I 
was a member from a country district at the time, 
and not much experienced in city ways. While one 
of these periodicai controversies was raging, I sug- 
gewted that it would be fair to both the railroad 
interest and the interest of vehicle owners 
to exempt two out of every three ilel streets 
from railroad tracks, and provide that no line 
should be within three blocks of any other line. I 
argued that since a taiiroad track converted an 
entire street almost into sidewalks, inasmuch as it 
monopolized it to passenger travel, such a provision 
as | suggested 

WOULD NOT BE A HARDSHIP, 

inasmuch as it would compel no citizen to walk 
more than two blocks further than 
though a line were allowed on eve 
street. I was perfectly amazed at the avidity wit 
which the railroad people then at the capital seized 
upon the suggestion, for I had pacers the oppo- 
sition came from that quarter. A bili was drawn 
up, agreed to by all parties and passed, and it was 
only a short time thereafter that I 
fully realized that, while endeavoring to 
preserve a portion of the streets of St. Louis to the 
uses of vehicles, I had in fact done a valuable 
service to the street railroad monopolists of St. 
Louis. But whatis the significance of this new 
movement to repea! the act?” 

‘I regard it,” said Senator McGinniss, “as one of 


the mest important measures yet suggested to us. 


Mr. Straat did not state publicly what his object was 
in securing the repeal, but conversation with 
some of the members he said that it was to enable 
a new cabie railroad enterprise which is now pre- 
vented by that actfrom finding a route into the 
business part of the city to do so.” 

Major McGinniss did not know who besides Mr. 
Straat were engaged in the enterprise, but ex- 
pressed the hope that the public would be 
fully informed on 

THE MEASURE AND ITS PURPOSES 
before the proposed act of repeal should come up 
for consideration. 

Mr. Straat’s oflice was visited, but he was not in. 
When inquiries were made among railroad men, 
concerning the new project, some degree of con- 
sternation was created, as they had not 
heard of Mr. Straat’s proposition, 
purposes. It was definitely learned finally that 
Mr. Sraatisin this matter representing the men 
who last spring made sucha determined effort to 
secure from the Assembly a charter authorizing the 
construction of a cabie road from Forest Park to 
the corner of Sixth and Locust streets. The new 
element in the eaterprise is a somewhat sensational 

however. originally roposed the 
was to come in rom Forest 
on Laclede avenue to Grand, 
along Grand to Chestnut, down Chpstnut to Twen- 
tieth. up Twentieth to Pine, dowh Pine to Thir- 
teentb, up Thirteenth to Locust, and down Locust 
to Sixth. Now, however, if a repeal of that “third 
parallel” law can be effected, Mr. Straat and his as- 
sociates expect to be enabled to build their cable 
road on Pine street from Grand avenué to Thir- 
teenth. So long as the law stands Pine 
street can not be occupied by a railroad track be- 
cause it is only one block distant from the Olive 
street tracks. This plan, involving, as it does, the 
tearing up of the fine asphalt pavement which has 
been the occasion of so much solicitude, will doubt- 
less have many of the effects of a bombshell expio- 
sion upon the property owners of that 
thoroughfare. and among the people who 
are accustomed to using the street fora 
drive, and it is altogether probabie that this revela- 
tion of the Post-Dispatcs will precipitate u the 
St. Louis delegation at its meetings next Monday 
night a whole army of remonstrants. There has 
always been quite a mystery as to what capitalists 
are back of Mr. Straat, and the interest in that mys- 
tery will now be greater than ever.
